During the afternoon, however, 
these government circles recovered 
thelr sang froid, They explained that 
the local newspaper reports, which 
had been substantially correct, re- 
ferred to an eastward advance by 
Egypt beyond the present buffer. This 
had been ruled out by Israel, and 
Mr. Sadat had withdrawn the de- 
mand.

One of them, 
Saadia Karavani, a 27-year-old tele- 
vision soundman, was slapped by the 
mayor. 

As Karavani tells it, he had been

Ce Colony pool

The swiming pool in the German 
Colony, the largest and lowest 
priced in Jerusalem, may be sur- 
rounded by a new commercial-resi- 
dential complex — but it will not 
be closed, a spoksman for its 
owners declared yesterday. 

Benny Arman, secretary of Mo- 
shav Shoresh, denied a report pub- 
lished last week in the Hebrew press 
that the pool had been acquired 
from the moshav by a building con- 
tractor who intended to construct 
apartment houses on the site. The 
moshav shituji (cooperative) in the 
Jerusalem Corridor, which acquired 
the pool in 1958, is still the owner, 
he said. 

Arman admitted that negotiations 
with a contractor were under way, 
but he said they were still in a very 
early stage. In any case, he said, 
what was being discussed was not 
the destruction of the pool but its 
into a commercial 
centre-apartment house complex that 
would be built around it. The pool 
itself occupies one-tenth of the 10- 
dunam site. 


The pool is much used by the 


city’s youngsters, particularly those 
from poorer nelghbourhoods, The ad-

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World Bank to approve Israeli 
scheme for financing Third World

WHEN THE BOARD OF 
GOVERNORS of the World Bank 
meets In Washington early next 
month, foremost on its agenda will 
be formalizing the acceptance of 
Israel's Horowitz _Plan for 
financing the development of the 

least developed nations. 

Initially introduced at the first 
United Nations Conference on Trade 
and Development (Unctad) in 1954, 
the plan was based on the principle 
of borrowing hard on the normal 
capital! market and tending soft to 
the st nations, the gap to be 
bridged by. an interest subsidy 
granted by the developed nations. 
Such a subsidy would be relatively 
small and serve as an ignition spark 
for activating amounts several times 
larger derived from the affluent 
capital market. 

The conference delegates, com- 
prising some 150 nations, vnanimous- 
ly expressed their strong interest In 
this plan in a resolution which clearly 
indicated its Imraeli origin. Naot even 
the Arab states opposed it in view of 
the benefit to their own economic 
development. 

The plan was later endorsed by 
several committees appointed by the 
U.S. Government and the prestigious 
Pearson Committec appointed by 
the World Bank. 


The ultimate aim of the World 
Bank, established immediately after 
the termination of the Second Worid 
War, is to bridge the gap between the 
economic conditions of the highiy 
Geveloped, industrialized countries 
populated by about a billion people 
and those of the and under- 
privileged developing nations whose 
populations comprise an overwhelm- 
ing majority. 

Short of capital 

These nations are short of capital, 
as well as the technological skill aud 
Jmow-how indispensable for modern 
economic development. Moreover, 
their situation is at present severely 
aggravated by the sharp rise in the 
price of ofl, which is one of their 
main import commodities. 

The standard of living in these 
nations, manly in Southeast Asia and 
Central Africa, has steadily declin- 
ed, and hundreds of thousands of 
people have been wiped out by star- 
vation and disease. 

These least developed countries 
have of course no access to the enor- 
mous capital market of the 
developed world and would be un- 
able to pay the commercial rates of 
interest prevailing on these markets. 
Thus the provision of adequate 
capital resources to those nations is 
imperative to protect them from the 
peril of further deterioration. 


The implementation of the 
Horowitz Plan should facilitate the 
access of these underdeveloped 
nations to the capital market and 
thus the financing of thelr economic 
development. The plan’s implemen- 
tation during the last decade was 
rather slow and fragmentary. But in 
the forthcoming Meeting of the 
Board of Governors of the World 


THE ISRAEL GOVERNMENT 
authorized its delegation to submit 
the plan to the Unctad in 1964, well 
aware that Israel itself would not 
materially benefit by its implemen- 
tation, as It is not Included in the 
category of “least developed coun- 
tries." The sole motivation of the 
Israel Government was the interest 
in improving the materia? conditions 
of the Third World. 

This plan was conceived in addi- 
tion to Israel's generous and exten- 
sive technical assistance to the Third 
World countries. Regrettably, 
however, in the last two years it 
would be difficult to detect any Third 
World concern for the welfare and 
fate of Israel.

Relaxed rules for charters will open 
air travel to millions of Americans

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
AN ERA OF LOW-PRICED air 
travel is dawning in the U.S. and for 
millions of Americans it will put 
holidays in the Caribbean and 
Europe within their financial means. 
For those with a little more money 
and time it will open up South 

America and the Far East. 
Triggering the new era was a rul- 
ing by the Civil Aeronautics Board 
(CAB) which, in many cases, will cut 
air travel costs by half. The new 
rule, effective from September 13, 
drops the requirement that charters 
must carry members of’an organiz- 
ed group and permits one-stop-only 


_ flights, not flights with a three-step 


minimum, as before. 
Some airlines, however, are 


- scared that the low-priced fares will 


siphon off travellers from the more 
luerative scheduled routes and ruin 
some of the country's already finan- 
cially shaky alr carriers. 

The new ruling imposes some 
restrictions on charters, such as re- 
quiring advance payment and a 
minimum ground stay of three 
nights, at $15 a night, in North 
America, and six nights elsewhere. 

But the new plan is still a boon to 


American travellers by making 
possible low-cost one-stop flights. 
Today, a return ticket from New 
York to Aruba in the West Indies 
costs $424. Under the new charter 
package, it will cost $186, including a 
hote] for three nights. Not included 
in the charter price, however, is @ 
mark-up by the tour organizer. 

Similarly, a cross-country New 

York-Los Angeles return ticket 
now costs $337 — under the new plan 
it will be $177 with hotel but ex- 
eluding tour mark-up. There will 
also be reduced fares to Europe and 
elsewhere. 
THE REDUCTIONS can be borne by 
airlines, the Board feels, because the 
commerctal carriers now base their 
fares on the assumption of planes 
only 55 per cent full. Fares for the 
charter flights — to be booked in ad- 
‘vance — will be based on full capaci- 
ty, thus reducing air fares 
significantly. 

The Board instituted the plan 
because it felt that U.S. airlines had 
already tapped the general 
American air market and could no 
longer rely on that market to keep 
pace with operating costs inflated by 
higher jet fuel. . 

‘The idea was to open air travel to 


millions of Americans who had 
never before, or only seldom, flown. 
The one-stop charter is patterned 
after similar plans now common in 
Europe. 

Europe's scheduled airlines, as 
well as its charter lines, have iong 
offered planned holidays, including 
air fare and hotel accommodations, 
making family holidays in seaside 
resorts and the mountains possible 
tor working men. 

But some scheduled U.S. carriers 
are worried about the new ruling. 
Under routine scheduling, airlines 
are awarded such lucrative routes ag 
the New York-Los Angeles run and 
in return must accept a losing run, 
perhaps one to Rapid City, South 
Dakota. Some airlines fear the new 
tour rule will open the way for 
charter specials to such cities as Los 
Angeles, leaving the scheduled air- 
lines to make runs to Rapid City with 
planes less than half full. 5 

The board however, has put its 
charter plan into effect only until 
1980. It will then assess the effects on 
the commercial airlines and the 
travelling public and will decide 
whether to continue the one-stop 
charter plan, make amendments, or 
discontinue the idea.

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Norway brings the worker 
into the boardroom

OSLO (AP). — 
WHEN THE SEVEN-MAN board of 
directors of the Hafslund group, 
Norway's biggest private power 
company, files in for its monthly 
meeting, there are five blazered and 
barbered representatives of the old 
capitalist order and two men who 
could have arrived in town on the 
back of 2 truck. One of the two is a 
warehouseman, the other an electri- 
cian. 

For the last 18 months Norwegian 
law has insisted that workers like 
them have roughly one-third 
representation on the boards of vir- 
tually every major company in the 
country. The entire range of cor- 
porate decision-making — all com- 
pany accounts, all company pro- 
jects, all expenditures, all personnel 
records — is now open to the men 
who come to work in hard hats and 
overalls. 

With some irony, Emil Erksrud, 
Hafstund’s vice president, says, “if 

put aside the ultimate goal of the 
exercise, which is to takeover 
everything in time, then I'd say that 
the experience is a very good one.

The luck is that the transition to 
the new system has taken place with 
Norwegian bosses and workers 
largely sheltered from recession.

The unclarity is aggravating and disconcerting. Since the 
start of the shuttle the government negotiators have naturally 
suffered in public opinion, from their own self-imposed silence.

After several days of restraint, mounting public pressure 
may have prompted a premature disclosure that seems to have 
rebounded adversely.
